McGrath told a reporter that 
any one-year extension would be 


unsatisfactory to him. As Demo- 
cratic national chairman, Mc- 
Grath presumably speaks for the 
Administration. : President Tru- 
man wants a three-year extension 
of the program “as is.” 

McGrath’s comments left the 
inference that President Truman 
may veto a one-year extension 
bill, even if the Senate Republican 
leaders cut out the congressional 
veto provision that was written 
into it by the House, 

Under the expiring trade agree- 
ments law, the President and 
State - Department can reduce 
tariffs on- foreign goods in ex- 
change for similar concessions 
from other nations. Such pacts 
are not subject to congressional 
approval, 

The House, in passing a one- 
year extension bill, wrote in a 
provision permitting the tariff 
commission to set limits on trade 
concessions. If the President 46x- 
ceeded these limita, then the Sen- 
ate or House could kill the con- 
cessions. 

McGrath said he would welcome 
action by the Senate Finance 
Committee to drop that “veto” 
section out of the bill. 

McGrath didn’t put it into words 
but some Democrats evidently felt 
that Truman's political position 
might be stronger if he vetoed a 
one-year extension bill and blamed 
the Republicans for killing the 
program. 

They said that if Truman wins 
in November he can suggest—and 
probably receive from Congress— 
a revival of the program in prac- 
tically its present form. These 
Democrats have contended that if 
the Republicans win, the program 
probably won't be extended be-| 
yond next year anyhow.

tween them? Today the war of labels is in full swing, a part of the cold 
Confusion in the meaning of words is evi- 


denced by the faet that although Russia’s official title is the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, in Moscow’s lexicon the term ‘‘Soeialist’’ is’ synonymous 


with ‘‘traitor.’’ 
This article will undertake to make clear 


the likenesses and the differences between 
the labels which are applied to the various 
systems of government and economics under 
which men live. 


In the simplest terms, ignoring some 
of the historical contplexities for the 
moment, it may be useful to think of 
some of these labels in the following 


light: 
CAPITALISM—The going concern Of 
the United States as we all know it. 


SOCIALISM—A system adopted by a 

number of Western Etiropean nations 
which keeps the civil liberties cher- 
ished by the United States, but in- 
cludes government —, of some 
key industries. 

COMMUNISM — The Soviet Russian

FASCISM—A term usually .pplied 


ism was the first uprising against 
modern Capitalism, which stands for the 
establishment of private property to the ut-.

Sdcialism appeared after 
the Napoleonic wars. Its champions includ- 
ed Robert Owen in England and Saint-Simon 
and Fourier in France. It was the fruit of 
the industrial revolution, tge factories of 
which created a new class pf workers known 
as the “proletariat.” : 


the complete discarding of the institu- 

tion of private property by transfory)- 

ing it into public property, and the divi- 

sion of the resaltant public income 

equally and indiscriminately among the 
entire poguiation.” 

In practice Socialism has retreated from 
Shaw's position. Even Russia has rejected 
as unworkable the doctrine of equal re- 
wards. Public ownership in Western Euro- 
pean “socialist” states tends to limit itself 
to properties of such magnitude or charac- 
ter that private possession might endanger 
common welfare. Acquisition of power 
brought sobering responsibilities. Socialist 
governments ruling Scandinaviay and the 
Low Countries are regarded as yielding lit- 
tle in conservatism to the Repu¥lican party 
of the United Stafes. The British Labor 
party, wlich follows the line of the Socialist 
International, recently voted to go slower in 
its nationalization program. 

One of the most enlightened champions 
of Socialism is Leon Blum, former Premier 
of France. He has never failed to stress a

paradox—-that the masses are political sov- 


ereigns but economic vassals. The French 
Revolution, he said, brought to the workers 
political liberty, equality and fraternity. So- 
clalism would complete the process by con- 
ferring the same _ in the economic 
area. 


- During a battle of 15 years with the 


| French Communist party after World War I, 


Blum was compelled to. .re-examine the 
foundations of his creed. He concluded that 
Socialism came not to destroy but to fulfill 
Western culture, derived from Greece, Rome 
and Judea. Its méthods would be peaceful. 
It would seek progress through evolution 
and not revolution. The parliamentary sys- 
tem would be retained: Resort would be to 
ballots instead of bullets. And Socialism 
would never take orders from Moscow. 


Communism as Developed 


In Revolution and Since. 


Since the essential program of Socialism 
is economic, it was opposed by the Vatican 
as “‘materialistic.”” Christian Socialism was 
organized, under religious leaders, as'a rival 
of secular Socialism, with the object of 
weakening its neneager, in political parties 
and labor unions. A spiritual basis was 
sought in love of mankind and the father- 
hood of God. Recently the Holy See has 
established a working arrangement with 
moderate, right-wing secular Socialism. In 
many -respects, their econgenic:’ teachings 
have grown ~tmilar. 


To Blum, Communism is a “heresy’’ of 
Socialism. Communism was founded in a 
manifesto published during 1848 by Karl 
Marx and Friedrich Engels. In despair of 
persuading owuers of wealth to despoil 
themselves voluntarily, the auihors called 
upon the workers of the world to rise, strike 
off their fetters and range themselves for 
a war of class against class. | 


What is known today as Communism was 
| developed in practice in the Bolshevik Revo- 
lution of October, 1917, under the leader- 
ship of Nikolai Lenin, and by subsequent 
events in Russia. Lenin had learned from 
Marx to believe in the. class: struggle, with’ 
violence as its implement, Marx had con- 
vinced him also that history is determined 
exclusively by matérial causes. ! 


With religious and spiritual factors 
barred, Lenin ° gave to Communism its 
Machiavellian, cast — its justification of 
s, and its scorn of moral prin- 
ciples as so many signs of “bourgeois degen- 
eration.”’ . Lenin's personal contribution was 
a “revolutionary technique” which enabled . 
him to seize the vast Russian Empire with 


ino more than 30,000 disciplined zealots at 


his back. 


Because of the accident that Commineislians 
won its first sovercignty in Russia, two 
Tsarist traits wer gimposed on the gospel 
of Karl Marx. He had taught that under 
Communism, governments would | gradually - 
wither away. Josef Stalin reyerted to the 


‘and National Socialism.

By definition, a Communist of what- 
ever country is pledged to the forcible 
overthrow: of existing states and parlia- 
mentary systems, which are denounced as 
purely capitalist institutions. For private | 

‘ ownership he is sworn to substitute col- 
lective control and possession of property, 
with a new proletarian regime as master 
of the economic forces of society. His 
conscience is free to employ ruse, trickery 
and deception, -In case of conflict between 
his own government and the Soviet Union, 


his allegiance is due ‘to Moscow and not > 


to Washington, London, Paris or Rome. 


The free peoples of the world, including 
the United States, are frequently denounced 
by Russian spokesmen as ‘‘Fascist reaction- 
aries.” One orator bracketed President 


Truman with Adolf Hitler. In order to 


understand what these accusations imply, |, 


it is necessary to glance briefly at Fascism 
They are officially 
dead, but persist underground, with more 
or less vitality, in Italy and Germany. 


Fascists Glorify War 
And Extreme Nationalism. 


Both creeds were opposed to Marxism 
and the proletariat on the one hand, and to 


‘Fascism. | 


the bourgeoisie and Capitalism on the other. 
They differed from Communism in two 
outstanding respects. The ‘leadership 
principle’ was elevated into a permanent 
factor by Fascism and National Socialism. 
In theory, at least, the Communist dictator- 
ship: is a‘ temporary measure, until the 
masses are trained to be worthy of political 
freedom and civil privileges. Communism, 


again in theory, is international. Both Hitler 


and Benito Mussolini declared their systems 
were not exportable. 

The central principle of Fascism was its 
adoration of war. The tenets of its creed 
were love of audacity and strength, and 
devotion to the nation. Mussolini declared 
all life to be ‘‘an education for combat,” 
and pronounced that “war is to the man 
what maternity is to the woman.” He in- 
sisted on Darwin's ‘iron law‘of nature,” 
which makes the strong prevail over the 
weak. From the beginning, Fascism was 
an implacable enemy of democracy and the 
rights of man. . 

National Socialism was a wholesale bor- 
rower. From Communism it took Lenin’s 
“revolutionary technique’ and the Russian 
method of supporting power by means of 
terrorism, political police and cells of in- 
formers in every block. Hitler’s “Brown 
Shirts’’ imitated Mussolini’s “‘Black Shirts.”’ 

Two of the Fascist articles of faith 
were intensely congenial to the Ger- 
man temperament. One was the mar- 
tial cult. The.other was the establish- 

ment of an all-powerful state, under a 

chief selected by destiny, with abject 

obedience as the supreme virtue of the 
masses, Hitler's original and sinister 
. contribution .was the Nazi racist theory, 
demanding the extermination’ or en- 
slavement of ‘“subhuman” species of 
mankind.

Will the fact that the incumbent Presi- 
dent, Missouri’ Harry 8S; Truman, rose to 
his post upon the fatal illness of Franklin

year to. make selections by the old rule? 

Will it induce the party managers to sup- 
port men who would distinguish the presi- 
dency should they be called, by the death

With the world in its present state the 
nation hardly can afford any other kind of 
a President. 

President Truman’s six predecessors, who 
reached the White House by the same route, 
via the vice-presidency, were John Tyler, 
Millard Fillmore, Andrew Johnson, Chester 
Alan Arthur, Theodore Roosevelt and Cal- 
vin Coolidge. The two last named were 
nominated to succeed themselves for full 
terms, but Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson and Ar- 
thur all received the cold shoulder,

Three other Presidents were ‘also Vice 
Presidents but they did not go. into the 
presidency becatisé of the death in office of 
their immediate predecessor. John Adams 
was Washington’s Vice President and Jef- 
ferson was Vice President for Adams. But 
this was under the original form of the 
Constitution. which made the candidate for 
President with the second largest number of 
electoral votes: Vice President. 

With the early development of political 
parties, this plan became impracticable. The 
administration from 1797 to. 180] pre- 
sented a Federalist President and a Demo- 
cratic Vice President, with Adams and 
Jefferson in those offices respectively. 

To provide, among other things, unity 
within administrations, the Twelfth Amend- 
ment was adopted in 1804, It gave us our 
present form balloting in the Electoral 
College through which the vice presidential 
nominee with the largest: number of elec- 
toral votes becomes Vice President. 

After. the adoption of the Twelfth Amend- 
ment Martin Van Buren was nominated and 
elected Vice President in. 1833 and four 
years later’ was’ nominated . and »elected 
President. He is the only President to have 
this ‘distinction. 

From the beginning the. effice . of. Vice 
President has Had some, of. the elements 
which the musical comedy, “Of Thee |! 
Sing,’ by George S. Kaufeshan and Morris 
Ryskind, lampooned in the character of 
Alexander Throttlebottom, who though’ Vice 
President had to join a tourists’ party to 
get inside the’ Senate. 

In the first Congress,-it was..suggested 
that the way to address th8 Vice President 
was “His Superfluous Excellency.” As the 
first Vice President, John Adams,.wrote to 
his wife “My country’ has in its. wisdom 
contrived for me the most insignificant. office 
that ever man’s imagination conceived.’’ 

The office ‘was -still. so, lowly régarded 


that when Gem ‘William . Henry. Harrison. 


died in 1841 after only a month in office, 
the Vice President, John. Tyler, at. first 
thought of himself not as succeeding to the 
presidency, but as “Vice President Acting 
as President.” He soon boosted himself in 
his own eyes at least and announced that 


he was “called to the high office of Presi- 


dent of this confederacy.” 


Nearly Forced Out of Office. 


Tyler's administration was marked by the 
annexation of Texas, an enterprise which 
stirred up the nation and reacted against 
him, Losing what support he had, he was 
not seriously considered for renomination. 

Millard Fillmore, who moved into the 
presidency when Gen, Zachary Taylor died 
in 1850, fell lower in popular esteem than 
Tyler. Slavery, the big issue of his time, 
caused a split in his Whig party, and Con- 
gress went Democratic. Before his term 
had ended his party leaders turned away. 

The sad case of Andrew Johnson, elected 
Vice President for Lincoln’s second 
administration, is well known. A Jackson 
Democrat from Tennessee, Johnson was 
nominated by the Republican convention of 
1864'in an effort to establish a Union party 
in the midst of the Civil War.. With 
Lincoln’s assassination, he was beset by the 
extremists of the North who overrode him 
on one issue after another. Finally they im- 
peached him in the House and lacked only 
one Senate vote of forcing him out of office. 

Chester Alan Arthur, who took over 
after Garfield's death in 1881, was an able 
man. He tried diligently to substitute clean 
government in Washington for the rule of 
patronage politicians. Out of this came a 
raft of fights within the Republican party, 
These reacted against the Administration 
with the voters and at midterm Congress 
went Democratic, Arthur's party then sought 
a nominee not involved in the family fights.

Truman’s nomination four years ago 
was as much to keep down the rise of 
James F. Byrnes or some other essen- 
tially conservative Southerner, who 
yrould be opposed by organized labor, 
as it was to recognize the Middle West. 
This underlies, in part at least, the 
present fight between Truman and the 
South over civil rights for Negroes.

Homer Thorp, chief accountant for the Public 
Service Commission, has combed over the com- 
pany'’s estimates of operating expenses and 
picked up $5,851,000 a year here alone. He 
would disallow the license fee of $703,000 a year 
which Southwesterfi Bell pays A.T. & T., on the 
ground that services actually rendered are paid 
for in other ways.. He cuts estimated mainte- 
nance expenses by nearly $2,000,000 a year, on 
the ground that recent costs have been abnor- 
mally high, due to complications arising from 
postwar expansidn. Hé adjusts the company’s 
pension charges downward by more than $600,000 
a year. He reduces annual depreciation charges 


by $1,941,000 a year, on the ground .that the. - 


$3,674,000 which then remains for depreciation 


Southwestern Bell’s own witnesses, admitted 
that the depreciation charge had been too high 


in past years, although they defended the present 


rate. 
If the Public Service Commission follows the 
advice of its staff, cutting annual depreciation 
from $5,615,000 to $3,674,000, this alone will pro- 
vide three-fifths of the requested rate increase. 
In a similar situation involving the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co., Supreme Court Justice Pierce 
Butler said: 

The questionable amounts §  anhually 
charged to operating expenses for deprecia- 
tion are large enough to destroy any basis 
for holding that it has been convincingly 
shown that the reduction in income (ordered 
by the: Illinois Commerce Commission) in 
this suit will produce confiscation, 

Because of this huge charge-off for “current 
depreciation,” Southwestern Bell has accumu- 
lated a depreciation reserve of some $50,000,000. 
This approximately equals a third of the value 
of the plant and equipment on which the com- 
pany asks to be allowed a return. 

Whose money is this? Technically it belongs 


to Southwestern Bell. Actually it is money 


while which has been accumulated over the years 


above and beyond what the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission—and Southwestern Bell itself— 


regarded as a fair return. The United States 


Supreme Court, the Federal Communications 
Commission and the accepted. practice in 31 
other states and the District of Columbia all 
unite in saying that it is unjustified for the com-

These precedents have been: largely ignored 
in Missouri. Until four years ago, none of the 
depreciation reserve was taken out of the rate- 
making valuation in Missouri. Since then a 
procedure has been followed which is equivalent 
to taking out only about half the reserve.

If the rate of return is reduced 
the 644 per cent which Southwestern Bell 
earned on its investment in past years to 5 
cent, toward which utility regulation in 
states is turning, it will have the effect of 
saving another million or more.

Appeasement is the word for the unfreezing of 
about $60,000,000 of Spanish assets in the United 
States, despite the State Department's disclaim- 
er.

The assets were unblocked, the State Depart- 
ment says, because the dictator agreed to give 
up to the Allies any gold in Spain which might 
be considered Nazi loot.

The dictator also has agreed to close Nazi 
schools in Spain, and to send any Nazi agents 
he may find back to Germany. It is a certainty, 
however, that Hitler did not send nearly as many 
teachers to Spain as he ‘sent military experts, 
tanks and planes. Even if a sprinkling of Nazis 
is returned to the Reich, the Falangists, the na- 
tive, usurping Fascists, will still remain in Spain 
—and in power.

What happens to our 
ideological war for democracy if we can so read- 
ily appease Fascism? 


For a Park Where the Rivers Meet 


Another vacation season is on us, which means 
that. in the three months ahéad thousands of 
people will visit or pass through St. Louis. Like 
Lafayette on his visit here 124 years ago, many 
of them will express a desire to see the conflu- 
ence of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. They 
will be disappointed in that wish. Short of go- 
ing up in an airplane, there is no way for any- 
one conveniently to see the merging of these 


‘two great waterways a few miles north of St. 


Louis. | 

This is forthe simple reason that neither Mis- 
souri nor Illinois has set aside a small park near 
the confluence and built a road to it from the 
main highway system. It is doubtful whether 
either state could invest a sum so small in a 
recreational area and yet satisfy a natural in- 
terest of so many people now and through years 
to come, The joining of the Mississippi and the 
Ohio is readily seen near Cairo. The confluence 
above St. Louis which forms the longest inland 
waterway in the world should be an equally ac- 
cessible attraction here, 

The metropolitan area map shows that United 
States Highway 67, on the Illinois side, passes 
less than a mile from the Mississippi bank, oppo- 
site the point which Carl Milles’ fountain cele- 
brates as the meeting of the rivers. This is be- 
tween Hartford and Oldenburg and could be 
reached in 10 minutes from the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge. At this point no flood problem would 
be involved. 

Why doesn’t, the Madison County Board of 
Supervisors take the necessary steps to create 
a small county park at that point, build the mile 
of connecting. road, and win the applause of 
everyone?

Reviewing the new book, Time magazine 
quotes a monstrous sentence which Veblen once 
framed as a rebuke to all addicts of academic 
gobbledygook. Time says, “Veblen leaned for- 
ward, assumed a poker face and gravely asked”: 


Veblen of course was spoofing. But at that 
he did not succeed in being much more unintel- 
ligible than the German philosopher Hegel, who 
was not spoofing when he defined “lave” thus: 

Love is ~ sbeaitty of the relativity of the 
reality of an infinitesimal n of the 
absolute totality of the Infinite Being. 


The purpose of words is to convey meaning. 


But language like this results, let’s say, in the 
obfuscation of illumination, “ 
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Does Charlie Hertenstein play politics? Do 
fishes swim?

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Norman Thomas—dean of presidential 
candidates—-reporta active interest in the 
Socialist party’s program this year. Mr. 


Thomas, of course, is, a candidate again— . 
-for the sixth time, as a matter of fact. 


We dropped in on Mr. Thomas at his 
Manhattan study at 71 Irving piace and 
found him romping with his big French 
poodle, Jester. Jester would have conducted 
the interview, but Mr. Thomas directed his 
attention to a well-worn wooden dumbbell, 
which seemed to satisfy. 

“Yes, we find a lot of interest in the So- 
cialist program this year,” Mr. Thomas said. 
“Many people who will not vote for a Re- 
publican and do not want to vote for Pres- 
ident Truman and refuse to vote for Henry 
Wallace are turning toward us,” 


Craving for a Leader 


Mr. Thomas does not like this half- 
hearted type of support. He is concerned 
about the way things are going in the 
United States, at the way people are look- 
ing for a leader instead of a program. He 
would like to see people think the Socialist 
program through. | 

We moved the conversation into the field 
of many things — ‘a field in which* Mr. 
Thomas excels. His thinking processes re- 
semble Grand Central Station at rush hour; 
ideas arrive and’ depart rapidly and on 
schedule. 

Mr. Thomas has become an American 
tradition, it seems. While he is not a 
dweller in an ivory tower, he apparently 
has joined the ivy league. 

The New York Times took editorial note 
of this the other day. “It is good,” said 
the Times, “to have Mr. Thomas in the 
field. It is good to have a left-wing splin- 
ter that is actually in the American tradi- 
tion so far as its methods go. 

“We cannot wish Mr. Thomas success in 
his campaign, but we are not sorry that 
this sort of campaign is being made by this 
sort of man, It won’t do us any harm at 
all,” 


Abundance, Housing, TVAs 


Here are a few of Mr. Thomas’ observa- 
tions: | 

United States Socialism: "I would like to 
see us plan for abundance and better liv- 
ing. There is nothing radical in this. Does 


anyone imagine we could not have solved 


our housing problem if we had really planned 
to do it? — 

“Tet us have public corporations that 
work for the people. Thé Port of New York 
Authority (bistate agency of the States of 
New York and New Jersey) is an example 
of the United States’ most successful So- 
cialism. So are the Triborough Bridge Au- 
thority, the Tennessee Valley Authority, the 
great power authorities of the West. I 
would improve them only by adding con- 
sumer and worker representatives.” 

British Bocialism: “The British Labor 
party is blamed for things which are the 
result of the collapse of capitalistic meas- 
ures and the misfortunes of the postwar 
crisis, Their principle of compensation for 


industries is sound. Their rationing pro- 
gram has been administered with little vio- 
lence and with fairness in distribution to 
all, Considering the situation, the Labor 
party has done exceptionally well.” 

A United States of Europe: “I have long 
been a’ supporter of a pan-European union 
as proposed by Count Coudenhove-Kalergi. 
I think that Socialism should be the unify- 
ing factor in such a union. 

“The best plan would be a _ Socialist 
United States of Europe, but I think the 
main thing today is to get any United 
States of Europe that is reasonably trust- 
worthy. We welcome Churghill’s support. 


“Tt am not in England so I do not know 
what underlies the British Labor party's 
reported hesitancy in joining a European 
union. Europe's only hope is fnion, How- 
ever, I can understand Hugh Dalton's ap- 
prehension of a precarious federation which 
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The Soctalists’ Sixth-Time Candidate.

Europe has 
long had nationalism, Its chief hope now 
is to weld itself into economic and politi- 
cal unity.” :

He 
cannot distinguish between Socialism and 
Communism in Europe and out. He shows 
a lack of straight thinking. ‘He would keep 
the peace with 25 bombers, ¢ach armed 
with an atomic bomb, five bombers each 
from the big powers. es 

“He would put United States strings on 
everything, including the Marshall plan. 
His proposal to outlaw the Communist par- 
ty is preposterous and dangerous, a plan 
which even Thomas E. Dewey attacks. 


“Stassen is for revising the Taft-Hartley 
law, but what would he do? If people

It 
would be too great a gamble, and Stalin 
has said, ‘Boys, this is not the time.’ 

“However, I do not believe there will be 
any letup in. the Communists’ determina- 
tion to get universal dominion.

States showed surprising moderation for 
Foreign Minister Molotoy.” 


United States Foreign Policy: “We Amer- 
icans carry the distinction between our- 
selves and our Government too far, We 
held all Germans responsible for Hitler, 
but we don't want to hold ourselves re- 
sponsible for the Hague and Pendergast 
machines, | 

"President Roosevelt created the condl- 
tions of the present crisis at Yalta, but we 
Americans never did much objécting. The 
American is a strange fellow, He gives his 
sympathy according to the propaganda he 
reads, 

“At Yalta we gave the green light te 
wholesale slavery by allowing the whole- 
sale use of human labor. The Allies have 
displaced: more people than Hitler. We 
have agreed to the displacement of 12,000- 
Hitler got up ta

“We must end the armament race and

Czechoslovakia? "T am not a passionaté 
admirer of Czechoslovakia, The Czechs put’ 
up less resistance to Nasi Germany than 
anyone else—far less, for instance, than the 
Western powers or Poland, Their factories 
under Hitler kept up a higher index of pro- 
duction than even the German factories. 

“The Czech people suffered less from the 
war. After the war they chased the Sude- 
tens out. The Czechs are capable, clever 
people.

BALANCE OF POWER: THE NEGRO 
VOTE, by Henry Lee Moon. (Dou- 
bleday, N. Y. 256 pgs., $3.00.) 
HE . nature of the relations 
between the Negro and white 
-races has become so. stereo- 


ness that only a handful of 
people will be shocked by the 
title of this’ book. Yet it is 
shocking, so long after our 
original national intent of “free 
and equal” .and -its reiteration 
in the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion. and the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and ‘fifteenth amend: 
ments. It is a tribute to the stat- 
ure and statesmanship of many 
Negro leaders that in the face 
of .extreme provocation they 
maintain their objectivity. 

Mr. Moon is one of these, and 


a living example that objectivity 


does not mean passivity, nor even 
lack of passion or militancy. It 
simply means, as he ably demon- 
strates in his book, the ability 
to seek out the facts and to step 


) back far enough from the prob- 


lem to see it whole, His study 
of the Negro vote in the South is 
a good restatement of the long 
history of attempts to keep him 
from the polls, and the progress 
to now. Although recognizing 
that the majority of Negroes still 
live in the South, he does not 
seo them as a decisive element 
in a national election until 1956.

: Considered 
Result of Mechanical Trou- 
ble Because of Age. 


Oil-burning diesels, hailed in the 
city’s smoke elimination program 
as a major factor in reducing the 
amount .of railroad smoke, are 
now being watched carefully by 
smoke inspectors, .especially if 
the engines..show- -gigns# of -being.| 
a little aged.. ar 

Surprised, inspectors. . recently 
discovered several diesel-powered 
engines emitting exhaust smoke 
which was dense enough to be 
classed technically as No, 4 Ring- 
eimann. Even less dense smoke, 
No. 2 Ringelmann, is permitted 
only for a maximum of four min- 
utes by old coal-burning steam 
locomotives. 

Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter has instructed, inspectors 
to report to him and to the rail- 
roads involved whenever they dis- 
cover a smoking diesel. Smoking 
diesels are the result of mechani-| 
cal difficulties, due to age, he 
said,, and consequently. beyond 
the control of the crew, Crews are 
blamed for smoking coal-burning 
locomotives. 

While onthe subject,. Carter 
blamed last October's weather for 
an increase in the amount of mod- 
erate smoke during ‘the last fis- 
cal year ending last month, when 
38 hours were recorded,-as com- 
pared to 14 hours for the hiked 
vious fiscal year 

Despite the fact that fst Oc- 
tober was the warmest on record 
and that householders didn't need 
to burn .coal, almost half of the: 
recorded moderate smoke’ for the 
year occurred in that month. 

Carter said humid:atmospheric 
conditions and lack-of wind were 
responsible for keeping smoke 
close to the surface and in the 
vicinity, 

“When our smoke elimination 
program has resulted'in so few 
hours of smoke, any further. vari- 
ation is beyond human control,” 
he said. “Atmospheric conditions 
then become responsible.”

gallon of water, and a tablespoon 
or more of soap flakes is added 
for a spreader. To make the kill, 
droplets of the spray must touch 
each aphid, so that two to three 
separate aprayings may be re- 
Seret spaced. two or three days 
‘@part. 

In the flower garden, thrips, 
leaphoppers and green flies are 
easily eliminated by DDT. This 
chemical compound ig very effec- 
tive agsinst chewing insects like 
caterpillars, and the rose midge, 
too, D has a quick “knock- 
down” for ath pests, and the 
residue on the foliage may remain 
lethal for 3 to 6 weeks. Since it 
is such a potent killer, DDT 
should be used only on plants that 
show evidence of insect damage. 
When applied over large areas, 
it destroys bees, ladybugs, and 
other beneficial insects, and is 
poisonous to birds,

Chierdane is not very toxic to 
persons, but it seems to be effec- 
tive against a host. of insects, in- 
‘cluding ‘cucumber _ beetles, ‘leat 
miners, onion and cabbage mag- 
gots, carrot rust flies, thrips, and 
squash and harlequin bugs.

But in all that has been written 
about the horses, the trainer, the 
breeding farm and the racing sta- 
ble, about the only mention you 
will find of Warren Wright is the 
casual mention that he sowns the 
whole works.

The combined’ value of these 
horses is beyond estimation, Their 
eanings in stud fees run into hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars a 
year. Bull Lea’s stud fee ig $2500, 
and he is bred 40 times @ year, 

A Calumet colt first sees the 
light of day in the foaling barn 
where he remains with his mother 
until weaned, They live in stalls 
which are cleaned and disinfected 
daily, and which are as sterile as 
a maternity room in a hospital. 
When colts are weaned they are 


moved to a colt barn, where ae 


are fed a carefully balanced diet 
of oats, corn, bran and the best 
of clover and alfalfa hay. One of 
the chief articles of diet is rolled 
oats. NOt only are the oats grown 
on the farm, but they are rolled 
there. Rolled so that they are 
crimped just right. 

When the colt leaves the care of 
the brood mare man, he goes into 
the custody of the yearling man. 
He continues to live in a highly 
antiseptic state, His training 
saddie is washed every time he 
wears it. His stall is scrubbed 
with soap and water. Even the 
pasture in which he grazes and. 
frolics for so many hours each 
day is kept free of contamination 
by men who patrol it regularly 
with little carts. 

His early training. is funda-. 
mental. “We teach them their 
ABC's,” they say at the farm, “and 
Ben Jones makes citizens of 
them.” On the training track he 
learns to run with other horses: 
He learns to gallop, he learns to 
carry a saddle, and finally a 
rider. 

A couple of weeks before the 
racing season starts, Ben Jones 
and his son Jimmy arrive at the 
farm, watch the new prospects 
perform, study their reeords for 
speed and behavior and select 


those they think have champion-- 


ship possibilities. They are taken 
away to the tracks and they never 
see the old farm again, unless 
brought back some day for breed- .

ANGLING motionless from the end of its 
string, the yo-yo is about as inert an ob- 
ject as could imagined. Set spinning,

Upon the death of a friend you should go at 
ence to the house, write “With sympathy” on 
your card and leave it at the door. Or, you 
write a letter to the family. In either case you 
send flowers, addressed either to the funeral of 


(mame of the deceased) or to the nearest rela- 
tive. The latter method is: preferable, if the 
relative is a friend. But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known to 
you. 


On the card accompanying the flowers, and 
addressed to one of the family, you write “With 
sympathy,” or “With deepest sympathy,” or 


“With heartfelt. sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers he sent, you disregard 
it only if you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after thefuneral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con- 


tinued sympathy.
